The Navy department has announced that a de­ 
tachment of Marines Is b eing gent to man U. 8. ahlpa 
in Greek and Italian ports, a move that means this 
government is offsetting the proclamation of a Com­ 
munist state in northern Greece, 
President Truman asked congress for $ 400,090 to 
support a plan of economic aid for Greece and Turkey 
in Mutch, 1947. His request followed appeals from 
Greece for help and Britain’s announcement that it 
would withdraw its troop« in Greece during the sum­ 
mer, leaving the Greeks at the mercy of Russian plans 
to turn It Into a Communist puppet state. 
To disarm those who feared his “doctrine” might 
lead to war with Russia, Mr. Truman gave his prom­ 
ise to congressional leaders that no military power 
would b e used. U. 8. assistance was to b e for the sole 
purpose of helping the Greeks and Turks create a 
“way of life free from coercion.” The key statement 
in the President’s message to congress was this: “I 
b elieve that it must b e the policy of the United States 
to support free people who are resisting attempted 
sub jugation b y armed minorities or b y outside pres­ 
sure.” 
7 
Those who thought through the matter at the time 
knew, however, that the Truman doctrine would lead 
inevitab ly to deeper commitments and. unless Russia 
eased its own military pressure, to armed intervention. 
They compered it to the Monroe Doctrine, under which 
the United States b ecame Wie armed guardian of 
North and South America, protecting it against old 
world governments Their conclusion was not popular 
at the time, b ut it was correct. Events have proved it 
to b e correct. 
The Truman doctrine has b een enlarged and is 
now awaiting congressional action as the Marshall 
plan. The United States has sent Greece military sup­ 
plies, military advisers and has stationed warships in 
Greek waters as a demonstration of its determination 
to b ack up its economic aid with military action, if 
necessary . It has b een made plain that economic help 
isn’t enough to save a country whose own government 
is weak and whose weakness in b eing explointed ruth­ 
lessly b y Communist 
troops fighting against It on 
Greek territory . 
Only the b lind can refuse to see that the United 
States must follow through its commitment to help 
Greece and Turkey resist “outside pressure,” That 
commitment may mean, b efore the end Of 1948, the 
use of United States military power in the Balkan pen­ 
insula. As the ^new session of congress convenes this 
week, the United States is as near the b rink of war as 
it was b efore Pearl Harb or.

STREPTOMYCIN, like the won­ 
der drug penicillin, is an antib iotic; 
that is, it comb at* disease b y at­ 
tacking the germs which cause it. 
Streptomy cin is the more valu­ 
ab le in that it works against germs 
which are not affected b y penicil­ 
lin.Penicillin, for instance, will 
do 
nothing against the germs which 
cause tub erculosis, b ut streptomy ­ 
cin sometimes ha« an almost mi­ 
raculous way of routing tty em in 
certain ty pes of cases. 
Recovery Occurred 
Streptomy cin has clearly estab ­ 
lished its value in the treatment of 
tularemia, a 
disorder 
which 
is 
often contracted 
from 
handling 
wJd rab b its. In practically every 
case of tularemia treated with 
streptomy cin, 
complete 
recovery 
has occurred. 
infections of the urinary tract, 
due to coll b acillus, have also re­ 
sponded satisfactorily to 
strepto­ 
my cin, b ut not all cases are cured 
b y it. 
Infections of the urinary tract, 
with germs known as P. Arnmo- 
nie and A. aerogenes 
also 
are 
cured 
with 
streptomy cin. 
The 
treatment should b e carried out in­ 
tensively for a period of from five 
to seven day s. 
The influenza b acillus is also 
sensitive to the action to Strepto­ 
my cin. 
Influenzal meningitis has 
b een 
treated 
with this preparation in 
comb ination with the sulfonamide 
drugs and serums, and many cures 
have b een b rought ab out. 
When streptomy cin is given, it 
diffuses or passes throughout the 
b ody tissues. The amount in the 
b lood reaches the highest level in 
ab out two or three hours after the 
injection of streptomy cin is given 
into a muscle. 
It Is excreted rather quickly b y 
the kidney s. Ab out 00 per cent to 
80 per cent is excreted in the urine 
within 24 hours. 
Streptomy cin also gets into the 
fluid in the spinal column and in 
the b rain, b ut does not reach the 
b rain tissue in significant amounts 
Proved Its Value 
It is excreted in b ile and, there­ 
fore, may prove of value in certain 
infections in the gall-b ladder and 
liver. Small amounts of it also are 
excreted in the b reast milk. 
It has,b een found 
that 
when 
streptomy cin is taken b y mouth.it 
gets rid of certain germs in the in­ 
testinal tract. 
Thus, it may have a future use 
in the preparation of patients for 
intestinal operation. 
Streptomy cin may b e given b y 
what is known as neb ulize tion, that 
is, in the form of a mist or vapor 
b y b lowing air through an atomizer

Without any apparent 
reason my lips often swell.
